CAROLYNE RICHARDSON is a native Bostonian who is a product of the Boston 
Public Schools. Carolyne has more than 35 years of experience in the nursing and 
health professions. She has held various positions in public health nursing, behavioral 
and clinical research, nursing education and law. Her educational background includes 
a Bachelor of Science Degree in Nursing from Boston College, Master of Science 
Degree in Public Health from the University of Massachusetts in Amherst and a Juris 
Doctor from the New England School of Law in Boston. 

Carolyne worked more than twenty years in private practice as an attorney in the State 
of George and as a registered nurse before she returned to the Boston area. She retired 
last year as a Lieutenant Colonel after 28 years in the U.S. Army Reserve in the Army 
Nurse Corps. During her military experiences, she received awards and was called to 
active duty during the Iraqi War Conflict. Carolyne served as the Assistant Chief of 
Community Health Services in the Department of Preventive Medicine at Womack 
Army Medical Center in FT Bragg, NC in coordinating the delivery of a comprehensive 
health promotion, wellness and preventive disease activities for a large military and 
healthcare beneficiary population.
